In response to the Office Action dated August 1 1 , 2004, received in the 
above application requiring an election between Species I shown in Figs. 1-13 and 
Species II shown in Figs. 14-32, Applicant elects for prosecution Species I of Figs. 
1-13. 

Applicant contends that claims 1-19 read upon Species I and thus elects 
claims 1-19 for prosecution.
